After our half- 
century of service to America, 
all over the world, we think 
this is & wonderful place to 
live. 

By happy coincidence |! 
speak tonight of republican- 
ism on the hundredth birthday 
of a great Republican—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. 

Every American salutes this 
gifted leader, so great in action, 
so strong in heart—so un- 
shakably confident of Amer- 
ica’s ability to surmount any 
crisis and meet any test of 
spirit. 

His Square Deal was in truth 
an American deal—not to be 
confused with later, inferior 
imitations. 

To the faint-hearted—to the 
pessimists—to these latter-day 
dealers who wander am us 
—I commend his ste 
example. 

He realized that because of 
the growing complexities of 
our economic and social. order 
the Federal Government tends, 
sometimes inescapably, to exert 
increasing influence on our 
lives and localities. Our prob- 
lem is to be alert to this ten- 
dency and watch that it never 
goes beyond the bounds of 
necessity. We must place 
around it the limits defined by 
American principle—the kind 
of principle in which Republi- 
cans believe. 

Every election gives America 
a new testing of faith, of cour- 
age, of spirit. Considering this 
—considering also the differ- 
ing character of our two great 
political parties — I believe 
deeply that Americans, regard- 
less of party, should enthusi- 
astically vote Republican on 
November fourth. 

Here in Pennsylvania this 
means we should elect the en- 
tire state and congressional 
Republican team, headed by 
Arthur McGonigle for Governor 
and Hugh Scott for United 
States Senator. 

We have many good reasons 
to do so.

America, tireless in the cause 
of a just peace, today, after six 
years of international tension, 
still at peace. 

That is real progress. 

That progress deserves all- 
out support. 

Of course, the building of 
such a record is not all smooth 
sailing. In our free economy, 
productivity and prosperity 
never push upward at an even 
rate. Over the past six years 
our advances have been re- 
markable; yet an economic re- 
adjustment began just over a 
year ago. 

That experience has pro- 
vided lessons for the future 
that should never be forgot- 
ten. 

At once the administration 
put forward a strong, sensi- 
ble, constructive program. 
But events swiftly showed a 
critical and basic difference 
between the Republican ap- 
proach and visionary schemes 
advanced by the political op- 
position. 

The Republican formula 
was steadiness, confidence, 
strength, 

The formula of the radical 
wing of the opposition was a 
resort to panic, and a raid on 
the taxpayer’s dollars.

Attack on Spenders. 


At the same time spokesmen 
of the same persuasion were 
proving how easy it is to spend 
someone else's money. They 
eried out for enormous, new 
federal public works programs 
—to be paid for, of course, by 
the long-suffering taxpayer. 
They ignored one small detail 
—before anyone could possibly 
be put to work by these huge 
projects, the recession would 
long be over. And—whether 
necessary or not—those proj- 
ects would keep on costing 
hundreds of millions for years 
into the future. 

The spenders did not stop 
there. i 

They cried out for fat feder- 
al handouts. 

One of them introduced a 
bill in Congress to qualify 
everybody in the United States 
for a thousand-dollar federal 
loan. All that each had to do 
was ask for it. 

The congressman who con- 
jured up that recession cure 
said it would cost you—the tax- 
payer—only ten billion dollars, 
to begin with. 

But even he was a rookie in 
the spendthrift league.

May Take Court Action. 


A spokesman for PHA said 
today in Washington that court 
action may be taken if it ap- 
pears that a windfall profit 
from sale of the Jefferson Bar- 
racks project threatens 
Government's interest in the 
development. 


“We will do everything in 
our power to prevent an unjus- 
tified windfall and to protect 
the Government's financial in- 
terest,” Casey Ireland, special 
assistant to Slusser, told a re- 
porter. 
Ireland also said PHA would 
advise the Department of Jus- 
tice and the General Account- 
ing Office if it seemed likely 
that sale of the project to pri- 
vate real estate interests would 
result in an exorbitant profit 
and possible loss to the Gov- 
ernment. 
At the same time, Ireland

Net Profit to Smith and His Family 


R. AND MRS. SMITH Make a joint income tax return on an 

income of $88,000. Smith has an estate of $750,000 and 

Mrs. Smith has no estate. In his will, he makes use of the 

marital deduction. He has two grown children, a son and a 
married daughter. 


Smith is a graduate of a famous university and has been 
making modest annual gifts to it. In discussing his estate 
plans with his attorney anc our officers, a plan was worked 
out under'which Smith c «all increase his annual gifts to his 

university very substantially and, in doing so, come out with 
“@ het profit for himself anc his family. 

Under this plan, he created an irrevocable trust and put 
into it $60,000 in securities yielding 3%, to provide an annual 
income of $2,100. He provided that the income from the trust 
would be payable to his university for a period of ten years 

atthe end of which period the trust would terminate and the 
principal would be divided equally between his son and 
daughter. Thus, he gave his university the income from the 
trust for ten years and gave his children the principal at the 
end of that period. The “present worth” of the gift of the 
income amounted to approximately 29% of the $60,000 put 
in trust. This gave him a deduction from taxable income of 
$17,400. The “present worth” of the gift of the principal to his 
children amounted to 71% of the $60,000 or $42,600 and was 
subject to gift tax. 

The $17,400 tax-deductible gift to his university came out 
of his top tax brackets and reduced his Federal income taxes 
by $11,790. Since neither Mr. nor Mrs, Smith had used their 
individual gift tax exemptions of $30,000 each and since 
Mrs. Smith gave her formal consent to the gift, all of the 


$42,600 gift to their children was exempt from the gift tax. 


If Smith lives three years, the $60,000 put in the trust will 
not be included in his estate for tax purposes. Since Smith 
is utilizing the marital deduction and his estate is in a 32% 
tax bracket, the estate tax saving — half realized upon Mr. 
Smith’s death and half realized upon the subsequent death 
of his wife—will amount to $19,200. Thus, Smith not only 
increases his income after taxes by $11,790 in the year in 
which he makes the gift but will also decrease the taxes on 
his and Mrs. Smith’s estates by $19,200, making total savings 
ot the family $30,990. 


What will it cost him? He, and, the members of his family 
will be deprived of the income on $60,000 for a period of 
ten years. After that time, the income from this $60,000 will 
go, not to Smith, but to his son and daughter, who are in 
lower tax brackets than he. On a basis of a 34% yield, Smith 
will give up a gross income of $2,100 for ten years. Since he 
is in a 69% tax bracket, his after-tax loss of income. will be 
only $651 per year during the ten years the income goes 
to charity. Thus, at a net cost of $6,510, he will effect tax 
savings for himself and his family of $30,990. In addition 
to that, he will have the satisfaction of having given his 
university $21,000 over a period of ten years.

2 First, it is more likely that Red 
China would accept a World 
Court decision than one made by 
the General Assembly, simply be- 
cause they could plead their case 
in the World Court under Art. 35 
of the Court Statute, whereas 
they do not have that right in the 
General Assembly. 

Second, only the Court is in a 
position to be non-political and 
objective about the basic issues 
fin the Formosa Straits dispute. 


Third, the Court could act im- 
) mediately to reduce the danger 
of the situation, under Article 41 
of its Statute. Thus the court 
3 could recommend that the cease- 
fire be extended until its decision 
7 had been rendered, and ask for 
U.N. supervision of the cease-fire. 
The Court could also ask the 
U.N. to provide a naval patrol in 
the straits while the case was 
being tried.

The policy enunciated here is confused, 
first of all, because it says the United States 
“must strive continuously” and then proposes 
that the United States should not strive at 
all unless it should be determined that pri- 
vate companies cannot be relied upon to do 
its striving for it. 


Apart from this confusion, the proposed 
policy seems to us unsound because it gives 
privately owned utilities first and, if they 
choose to exercise it, exclusive claim upon 
federal aid which is bound to be large 
for years to come. 

For many years the national policy on the 
generation of hydroelectric power with pub- 
lic funds has been that public agencies had 
first claim upon the right to market it. Does 
it make sense to say that when public funds 
are spent to generate atomic power, the first 
claim to market that power should go to 
private agencies? 

The United States’ only commercial-scale 
atomic power plant to date, at Shippingport, 
Pa., was built for the Duquesne Light Co. 
with the Federal Treasury putting up $98,- 
000,000 and the company $22,500,000. When 
the Federal contribution thus is more than 
four times as large as the private contribu- 
tion, it is a fiction to call the resulting mixed 
enterprise “private.” e 

- . * 

The fact is that for the foreseeable future 
the generation of atomic power will be so 
expensive that it inevitably must require 
large outlays of public funds. To say that 
these large outlays must all be spent in pri- 
vately. owned plants, if any privately owned 
utilities wish to receive them, is to lay an 
unwise and in the long run untenable restric- 
tion on the development of nuclear power. 

Why should not public power districts be 
permitted to share in this great adventure 
which needs so many minds to be applied to 
it? Why should not municipalities experi- 
eneed in power generation take part if they 
can qualify? And why not the Atomic Energy 
Commission itself, directly es well. 2s 
indirectly? 

We believe all American resources should 
be tapped for the development of nuclear 
power. Privately owned utilities, with Fed-

At that point 
Senator Ives said, “My party played blind, 
partisan politics. The Republican leadership 
killed that bill to get at Jack Kennedy.” 

The record does not show that the labor 
bill was worse than no bill at all. Its require- 
ments for union repérting and secret elec- 
tions, its ban on secret deals and its bar 
against men with criminal records in union 
offices all would have made it far more diffi- 
cult for labor racketeers to operate. Objec- 
tions that “sleeper” amendments would dras- 
tically revise the Taft-Hartley law and limit 
employers’ freedom of speech and action 
seem far-fetched. The bill satisfied Senator 
McClellan, who led the rackets investigators.

Into Recession States 


For his second major campaign trip the 
President's political advisers chose two states 
that have been hard hit by the economic re- 
cession — West Virginia and Pennsylvania. 
When Mr. Eisenhower spoke at the Charles- 
ton, W.Va., airport he stood in a state which, 
after losing population steadily for a decade, 
still has 50,000 unemployed. When he went 
on to Pittsburgh for a night rally, the 
President was in a state with approximately 
500,000 jobless. 

In both states one of Mr. Eisenhower's own 
official acts is an issue—his veto of the 
distressed afeas bill, sponsored by Democratic 
Senator Douglas of Illinois and Republican 
Senator Payne of Maine. Both West Virginia 
and Pennsylvania have areas that are econom- 
ically depressed and which wowld have been 
helped by effective legislation. The New York 
Times survey finds a Democratic trend of 
possibly landslide proportions taking form in 
Pennsylvania. 

It remains to be seen if a hurry-ip presi- 
dential visit a week before the election can 
affect the results.

He addressed a meeting of 
the State Public Affairs Com- 
mittee of the Junior Leagues 
of St. Louis, Ka City and 
St. Joseph at the Frontenac 
tea room. “It is rank diserimi- 
nation not to take persons into 
our mental hospitals because 
they are below the age of 17 
years,” he said. “We do not 
have facilities. for. the treat- 
ment of these children.” 

At present, he said, there 
are 50 young doctors receiving 
training at Malcolm Bliss and 
the Kansas City Receiving 
Center.
